\ 


New York, Nov.2S— More islands than 


ever have been charted have been dis- 
covered in Coronation bay by Messrs. V 
Stefansson and R. M. Anderson, vhc 
represent the American Museum of Nat 
ural History, in thU city, in explorations 
in Arctic wilds. 


Other important discoveries they liav 


made and they have already sent to th 
institution a great consignment of wcap-, 
ons and utensils and carvings made by 
tribes of Eskimo who are unknown to 
civilization. 


Most of all, and. this is important to 


them in the land of scant rations, they 
have learned that they can offer all man- 
ner of food to these children of the north 
and stand no cliaucc of their taking any 
provided they put salt upon it. 


Considering the ways of hospitality up 


there, this is convenient and saves life. 
The two explorers wrote letters on April 
18 last, which have been just received by 
the authorities of the museum. They re-, 
late that they-were traveling in the 
Coppermine river country, where 
food 


was very scarce indeed, and by good for- 
tune obtained about 100 pounds "of cari- 
bou meat. It is the custom among the 
Coppermine river Kskiuio to drop in and 
take "pot luck," as a matter of habit. 
Nobody bothers about invitations. 'Ihey 
just sit down when meal time comes. So 
'it was that this caribou meat lasted for 
just one meal. It was cooked by an hs- 
kimo and had no salt on it, for the ex- 
plorers had used all their supply. 


That was a h'int enough to Messrs. , 


Stefanssou and Anderson. 
They had 


scant portions of hare and ptarmigan 
land for a while knew what hunger 
really meant and grew wise.
